There was a meeting at the board of 


trade rooms Tuesday evening of those in- 
terested in the North Adams Sidepath 
league, and organization was perfected by 
the election of the following officers: 


President, Dr George F Simpson; secre- 


tary, E I! Byam; treasurer, L W White; 
executive committee, C H Hubbard, Ed- 
win Barnard, B E i^ovejoy; construction 
committee. HE Blake, ME Couch, F W 
Reed, John H Kane. A committee, con- 
sisting of E E Byam, L W White and Dr 
George F Simpson, was appointed to draft 
by-laws and report at the next meeting. 


Mr. Hubbard reported that Tuesday Dr. 


Simpson, City Engineer Emigh and H. E. 
Blake and ho went over the proposed 
route for the circle path through the val- 
ley from River street extension to Bray- 
tonville and found that a, path could be 
easily constructed by crossing the river at 
the end of tfce extension sud then folloiv- 
ing the stream back of the Agricultural 
society's grounds and coming out on the 
main roed at Braytonville by passing un- 
der the bridge at that point, th'jre being 
sufficient room for that purpose. 


It is proposed to construct the path five 


feet wide, except at the points where it 
would be impossible to do so. The con- 
struction committee will have charge of 
the wor'-i of securing the right of way, 
and will at once see the property owners 
in the sections desired to be traversed, 
and as soon ns their consent is obtained 
the work of constructing the path and 
bridges will be commenced. 


It is earnestly desired that every rider, 


whether gentleman or lady, should join 
the leapue, for when the path is con- 
structed there is not a rider in the city 
who will not enjoy the run by the new 
route to the state road and thence to Wil- 
liamstovrn.

Versailles, Ind.', September 15.—A mob 


of 100 men early this morning lynched 
Lyle Levi, Bert Andrews, Clifford Gordon, 
William Jenfcs and Hiney Shulcr. They 
were taken from the authorities. The 
men had been arrested for burglary. 


Frequent robberies had enraged tho 


citizens of the county, and the mob was 
composed ot citizens from Milan, Sun- 
man and other 
towns. 
The mob on 


horseback entered the town an hour after 
midnight and called out Jailor Konan, 
who, upon refusing to give up the keys 
was overpowered. The mob soon pushed 
its way Into the cell rooms, and in their 
impatience first fired on the five prisoners 
and then dragged them to a tree a square 
from the jail door and hung them up. 


Andrews and Gordon had already been 


wounded, having been shot several times 


while attempting to rob a store at Correct 
last Saturday night. 
Shuler was in jail 


for attempted burglarly and Levi and 
Jenkins had just been indicted by the 
grand jury for robbery. They had failed 
to give bonds and were put in jail last 
evening. 


It is thought that Levi and Shuler were 


both dead from the shots fired by the 
mob when taken out of the jail. The 
badges that were on tne wounded men 
were found later this morning along the 
street, where they had been torn off as 
the men were dragged along. 


Levi was an old soldier and bore on his 


face wounds received during the war of 
the rebellion. H one of the lynchers aro 
known. They all came from a distance, 
presumably from the neighborhood of 
Correct, where the two men were arrested 
Saturday night. 


PRESIDENT ANDREWS, 


As Usual, Opens the Exer- 


cises at Brown University 


This Morning. 


Providence, R. I,, Sept. 15.—Brown 


university opened this morning, and the 
time-honored exercises at the chapel 
were conducted, as usual, by President 
Andrews. He did not make the slightest 
allusion to his resignation nor to tho 
trouble in the corporation, but every one 
knew this morning that he had with- 
drawn his resignation, and when he en- 
tered 
the 
building he 
received 
a 


tremendous ovation frr-m the students. 


His annual address was on "Some Im- 


pressions of the Greater European Ques- 
tions." This was based on the result of his 
personal investigations and observations 
while abroad last year, lie referred to 
the eastern religious question and empha- 
sized the fact that the success of Christian 
missions iu the conversion of Mohttmme- 
dens had been exaggerated and that tho 
difficulties of those same missionaries are 
u nderestimated. 


lie then referred at length to tho gen ~ 


-eral European situation and said that any 
hope for a general peace is an illusion. It 
is only a matter of time, ha declared, bo- 
vfore there musti «foe a tremenduous clash 
.•between the most powerful ot the Euro- 
pean governments. His third topic was 
the territorial expansion and colonial 
jpolicy of Great Bntian.

An Extremely Dangerous Habit Often !•• 


dulgcd In. 


At Lenox one morning last autumn I 


was witness to two little incidents that 
read men lesson, which I may bo pardoned 
for teaching. 


Walking from the postofflce, I met a 


friend who had nrriTCU ut Ins cottugo the 
previous eveuing. Stopping to greet him, 
I found him very enthusiastic over nu im- 
ported hound which ho had brought with 
him and of which ho epoko with the great- 
est animation. I niu not such a lover of 
dogs and cats aa some peoplo are, l)ut It is 
always good policy to he interested in thut 
which interests others, nnd one or two 
questions on my part led my friond to 
turn about and take me by tlio arm and 
escort me to his place to sco that wonder- 
ful dog. 


Thero was no doubt that it was a re- 


markable creature and that it hud a 
grand pedigree, but to uiy eyo a hound 
pup G months old comes as near to being 
ungainly as nny animal. Such a gaunt 
body on such long and sinowy legs is at 
the best little less than ludicrous. To add 
to this, my friend's solicitude for the little 
animal and his enthusiasm wero just a 
little nauseating, but the climax was 
reached when, as the pet disported itself 
on the lawn in ita awkward grace, a fat 
farmer's big, black dog nvn up from the 
street to mafee friends with the littlo fol- 
low from France. 
"Here, hero," my friend exclnimed in 


the greatest excitement, running out to 
intercept tho rural beast, "herol Go off 
at once! Goon, goon!" 


"That dog will not bite him," I hns- 


tened to say, recognizing tho old Dowey dog 
that every citizen knows. 


"Presume not! Presume not!" was the 


reply. "Eut I wouldn't have any dog liv- 
ing rub noses with Qlorieus. " 


Then I laughed, 
"Very careful of his associates, aren't 


you?'' I remarked. 


"Careful?" repeated my friend. "Cer- 


tainly I am. 
Why, that is a most danger- 


ous thing for another dog, older than iuy 
puppy, to smell of his noso. It is li.'.blo to 
communicate tapeworm, don't you see? 
If Glorious were an old dog, it would be 
different, but no owner of a flue puppy over 
permitted familiarities from older dogs." 


Hardly half an hour later, returning 


homeward, I passed a house where on tho 
front veranda a nurserymaid hud a child, 
perhaps 2 years old, and with it a sleek 
mastiff. I was attracted to tlie scene as I 
passed. The child was screaming with de- 
light, and the groat, yellow beast, at tie 
maid's bidding, was "kissing little Char- 
lie," "showing little boy how much Fido 
loves him." Tliedog would lioktlio child's 
face, meanwhile wagging its tail with 
pleasure, and encouraged by the littlo cue's 
laughter. Tha mother of the child, com- 
ing from tho lawn, put down her own fact) 
and kissed the child and then tho brute! 
It was a pretty picture, though silly, and I 
should have forgotten it tho next moment 
had not the previous incident boon fresh in 
my juind. It led me to.think nnd to in- 
vestigate. Hero was a dog's owner pro- 
hibiting for his pet the caresses given u 
neighbor's child. SHI?? No. 
Children 


should never be permitted tohavo a dog or 
oat liok the faca, and, more than that, 
there should never bo any kissing of tho 
pets. It may be without harm, but it ia 
not free from danger. That which my 
friend maintained Is quite true. 
Veteri- 


nary authorities state that the eggs of the 
tapeworm of the dog (Tajnia oucumerlna) 
nud that of tho cat (Tseniti elliptica) are 
"frequently found upon the tongue of the 
animals," knd "persons, from a mistaken 
familiarity with these animals, may be- 
come infected." It is known that both o{ 
these tajiiia infest man and that they aro 
as formidable as tcenia soliurn. Bullas, 
Andry and others have demonstrated that 
the eggs can bo carried from one animal to 
another, and Kuchenmelster has made 
numerous helminthologioal experiments to 
demonstrate the foot. 
The parnslco, com- 


mon In the human organism, ia more com- 
mon to the dog, one authority going so far 
as to say that tho animal is almost cover 
free from it. Let an infected dog "kiss" 
or liok a child's lips, and tho possibility ot 
communication ia not far removed.—Baby- 
hood.

are worn should have a coat of paint 
every season and the sooner after the 
season's work is over, the better. No 
matter how well protected, the polished 
metal portions will 
draw dampness 


and corrode. Some greasa the mold 
boards, shares, etc., but this does more 
harm than good. The proper way is 
to paint them. 


Get five or six gallons of raw linseed 


oil, a gallon or two of white lead, a 
small box of Prussian blue, a small box 
of chrome yellow in paste form, and 
10 to 15 Ibs. of Venetian red in powder. 
For the wooden parts there is nothing 
better than Venetian red and raw lin- 
seed oil. 
The mixture will make a 


dark red. If a bright red is preferred, 
mix some chrome yellow with it in the 
proportion of 15 parts of Venetian red 
to one part of the yellow. This makes 
vermilhon, the brightest red known. 
If blue is wanted mix white lead 4 
parts with one of Prussian blue. This 
will give a dark blue which can be 
made as light as wanted by adding 
white. 
Green is made by mixing yel- 


low and blue. Any of these colors will 
answer for the wooden portions of tho 
machinery. 
Do not use any drier, us 


the paint will last much longer without 
it. In winter a much longer time be- 
tween coats is required for paint to diy 
than in summer, but when it has be- 
come solid it lasts much longer than 
if it dries rapidly. 


Do not use white lead to paint met- 


al surfaces of any kind, for the acetic 
acid it contains will tend to corrode 
them. For all this kind of work use 
Venetian red and oil or get some of the 
common black paint sold especially lor 
this purpose. 
For the portions which 


are expected to scour, mold 
boards, 


plow shares and similar points, etc., 
use a paint made as follows: Mix yel- 
low ochre with coal tar and thin to a 
working consistency with turpentine. 
This will effectually prevent rusting 
but it will rub off quite readily when 
the plow is to he used.—American agri- 
culturist.

A vaccine against blackleg was dis- 


covered by French scientists about 15 
years ago, and is now extensively used 
where this disease prevails. With this 
as a basis the bureau of animal indus- 
try at Washington, D. C., has prepaiod 
vaccine and tested it on a large num- 
'bei of calves in Texas. The resulUj 
warrant the conclusion that it is very 
satistactory, but belore distributing 
it generally it is desired to obtain a 
record o£ several thousand successlul 
vaccinations. 


For this purpose a quantity ot vac- 


cine will be distributed to such pdrties 
as may desire to make preliminary vac- 
cinations and report the results to the 
bureau. Those block owners will be 
preterred who already have experience 
in vaccinating stock lor blackleg, and 
are in possession of a vaccinating out- 
fit. Explicit instructions will, howev- 
er, be sent with the vaccine, to secure 
uniformity of operation and to assist 
those without previous experience in 
tLt vaccinations. Persons lacking the 
necessary outfit should procure one if 
they propose to test the vaccine. It 
consists of a graduated 5 cc syringe 
with detachable needles, a small por- 
celain raortar and pestle, a glass fun- 
nel and some -niters. This outfit can- 
not be supplied by the department, but 
must be purchased of some 
house 


winch supplies such articles.

sv tr the following questions: To what 
e- tent does blackleg prevail in your 
P'l't of the couutiy and how great is 
yovr annual loss from this 
disease? 


W.':i! experience have you had in vac- 
ein lUug calves against blackleg?

Lawyer Beer Asked for More Time. 


District Attorney Knowlton Wants

Springfield. Tilton-Mar- 


tin Case Again. 


The September sitting of the supreme 
udicial court began at Pittsfield Tuesday 
and the number and importance of the 
cases on the docket more than ever con- 
vinced the local bar, who were in attend- 
ance in goodly numbers, that the attempt 
to take the sittings away from the county 
was not advisable. 


The sitting began promptly (it 9 o'clock 


with Chief Jnatioo Field and Assaociate 
Justices Allen, 
Morton, Barker and 


Holmes on the bench. Rev. Dr. Thomp- 
son ot the Methodist church opened the 
silting with prayer. 
The docket was 


called and all the nine cases were ready 
for hearing. 
In the cases of Patrick 


Daley and James 
Bowes, petitioners, 


motions to dismiss were heard, but they 
were 
afterward argued.

grow out of the building of the block at 
Adams by Charles E. Legate and two 
others, and nine workmen filed mechan. 
os' liens to recover pay for work and 
materials furnished. 
Only two of the 


cases were heard, as representing the 
other six, the auditor having 
found 


against one party. 


Lawyer E. H. Beer, counsel for John 


O'Neil, too Franklin county man convict- 
ed of murder, asked for further time in 
which to prepare briefs for argument on 
;he exceptions heard Friday and filed 
Saturday with the clerk of 
Franklin 


county. Attorney General Knowlton was 
not present, but telephoned that he pre- 
ferred Springfield as the place to hear ex- 
:eptions and tlie court so ordered. They 
will be heard when the full bench meet 
_n Springfield two weeks henoe. This 


ives an extension of a week, it being ex- 
pected that the arguments would be held 
in Greenfield on Tuesday.
